General de Biron, Coufin to the Count of that Name, 
Chamberlain to the Emprefs, was the firft chat mounted 
on the Top of the Rampart of Precop ; and the Vel 
Marfhal the Count de Manich, accompanied by the 
Prince of Hefle Homburg, planted the Colours there 
firft.

The Aga 
feem’d to admire the Beauty of rhofé T , their 
exact Difcipline and good Order, and complimented 
the Count de Munich théreupon, faying, that he had 
travelled formerly in Europe; that he had feen the 
Troops of feveral Powers, but that certainly thofe of 
Ruffia were inferior to them in no Refpeét ; and that 
with fuch an Army they might be fure to make great 
Conquefts. The Aga afterwards defiring,a Sight of 
thé Machines which the Raffians made ufe of to force 
the ftrong Lines of Precop, the General fhew’d him 
his Troops ; but the Aga reply’d, J don’t foe where their 
Wings are, for if they bad wot been able to fly, I can’t 
imagine how "teas poffible for them to mount fo fleep a 
Rampart.
